his sermon.

The people of In dia have 
stubborn ly 
resisted the chan ges th at have gradually 
taken place sin ce the establishmen t of En g* 
iish domin ation in th at coun try. 
But there 
is every reason to hope th at western civil­ 
ization will make iteelf effectively felt there 
in the futura 
A correspon den t writes that 
slavery an d in fan ticide, the two greatest 
curses of the coun try, have been suppressed 
as far as a govern men t of half a dozen Eu­ 
ropean s, un aided in the least by public 
opin ion , has been able to effect it. 
In fan ti­ 
cide, he says, though probably still common 
amon g the higher castes, is n ot n ow carried 
on as a recogn ized privilege san ction ed by 
law an d usage. 
If a husban d sells his wite 
it is n ot don o in the open market, as it was 
down to l^M. 
Widows are n o lon ger put 
up at auction by the heirs an d relatives of 
their deceased husban ds. 
An elder brother 
has n o lon ger such power in his family that 
he can sell his own sisters or youn ger broth­ 
ers in to slavery to pay his debts—a t least he 
can n ot do so open ly. 
A whole ra< e, the

W hat 
Kumaon used to be like we can in some 
degree judge by the presen t barbarous < on - 
dition of Nepal, a con dition to which I be­ 
lieve Kumaon would return after ten years 
of n ative rule. 
USAOKS OF THE PEASANTRY. 
The En glish have don e what they could, 
but custom has been too stron g for them in 
man y direction s; the m arriage of children 
is just as common as formerly, the rule of 
the Brahman just as hard, the con dtion of 
women Just as low. 
Certain usages of the 
peasan try still Remain but little shorn of 
their origin al barbarity. The kalatari game 
was in troduced from Nepal, but the same 
custom prevails in man y cities of western 
Asia, at Shiraz, for in stan ce. 
On an an n ual 
fostival the crowd divided in to two parties 
an d a mimic battle was fought with slin gs. 
Man y were in jured by the ston es, an d all 
the prison ers were sacrificed to Devi (Kali'. 
Mr. Colvin , residen t at Kathman du, was in ­ 
jured while watchin g this ‘ sport,” remon ­ 
stran ces were made with the Gurkha gov 
emin en t, an d accordin gly the people n ow 
pelt a bowlder in stead of each other. 
But 
in Jumia, Doti, an d the Kali valley, 1 be­ 
lieve the kalatari is still practiced, an d at 
Jhula I met a man who had lost an eye on 
such an occasion . 
A sin gular custom is the basti or rope 
festival. 
Every little group of Kumaon i 
villages has its own family of badis or pro­ 
fession al acrobats an d ro{>e dan cers. 
They 
are a low, despised caste, they own n o lan d 
an d have 110 agricultural duties. 
It is be­ 
lieved that grain sown by a badi will n ot 
germin ate, an d that if ha drives the plow 
the oxen will fall down in the furrow 
an d 
die.

THE LATEST FAD OF THE VACUOUS- 
MlMDED SOCIETY YOUTH. 


OUT ON THE SKIRMISH LINE. 


Th* Unrecorded Heroics of the War— 
Blue and Gray at • Kail Fence. 
The .chang e of a skirmish line, leading the 
advance of an army, to a mere picket or 
outpost line was very simple and of fre­ 
quent occurrence. 
The writer remembers 
many instances. One Sunday in September, 
when Meade was maneuvering between 
Culpepper Court House and Kapidan sta­ 
tion, Carroll’s brig ade, of the Second corps, 
was thrown out in the direction of Kaccoon 
ford, on the Kapidan, but a strong Confed­ 
erate force 01 1 the north bank covered the 
ford and barred further prog ress that way. 
The g round was low and fiat, with stretches 
of wool and cleared field alternately. 
Car­ 
roll’s skirmishers, having taken a position 
< >n the outer edg e of a g rove of oaks, kept 
up for some hours of the forenoon an effec­ 
tive firo with the Confederste skirmishers 
similarly posted on tho face of the opposite 
g rova 
The bullets flew throug h the air, 
now with a dull whirr, now with a cutting 
“ whiz,” like the flit of a bee; now with a 
mellow “ meow,” like the tone of a cat just 
before it spits at its fellow feline, according 
to the size and shape of the bullet and its 
speed, and from time to time one of these 
would strike the trunk of an oak with a 
whack that made the skirmisher standing 
behind the tree look out to see what 
“ J ohnny” was g etting his “ rang e.” 
It w» s like many other unimportant 
skirmishes in which these men had been en­ 
g ag ed—skirmishes not mentioned in the 
newspaper reports of the day and not likely 
to be recorded by the historian. 
\ et it was 
none the less exciting and dang erou* 
But 
even the heroics—the unrecorded heroics 
of war could seldom make men deaf to the 
still, small voice of the stomach beg g ing for 
a meal of victuals, or for some sort of an 
apolog y, at least, for a meal 
It soon be­ 
come evident to these veteran soldiers, 
Fedarals and Confederates alike, that neither 
side would attempt any further advance at 
this point, and that the business of these 
contending skirmish lines had therefore be­ 
come that merely of watching one another. 
It was a clear day, but cool, and hot coffee 
would be relished, but for this fires were 
necessary, and tho only available fuel was a 
worm fence 
running throug h tho open 
g round between the two g roves. 
“ Ho! 
Yanks!” came a shout from tho opposite 
g rove, “ what's the use of-shooting now.-' 
Answer was sent back. 
“ All rig ht; we 11 
stop if you do!” 
'i he tight ceased on the in stan t at this 
poin t, though the boomin g of artillery down 
the river told of an en gagemen t there. 
There was a rush of blue jackets an d gray 
backs to the fen ce, an d it was curious to n o­ 
tice that in the con ten tion for tho fen ce 
rails, which was con stan tly a cause of flsti- 
en il’s amon g soldiers, there was less greed 
again st those of the opposite arm y than 
again st those of their own .

{The society bow this year as practiced 
By men is amusing to the easy-g oing ouv- 
ft'der, untrammeled and unimpressed by so­ 
ciety observances. It is curious how fashion 
runs to extremes. 
The courtly, elaborate 
and g raceful bow of the eig hteenth century 
has g rown more and more abrupt, jerky 
and uneven, untyl it has reached its pres­ 
ent stag e. 
The proper thing in the way of 
bowing this season would surprise a jig 
saw. 
Tbe society man first tomes to a full 
top and places his heels tog ether with the 
toes almost touching , it being no long er 
fashionable to turn the toes out 
Then he 
resolutely faces the lady who is to receive 
the bow, drops his hands limply to his side, 
straig htens up, and with a suddenness born 
of innate nerve the body is bent forwara to 
an ang le of 45 deg rees, and suddenly jerked 
back into an uprig ht position ag ain. 
The 
quicker the movement the more fashionable 
the bow. 
The head must never under any 
circumstances be bent forward, and the 
only movement is from tho hips. When tbe 
body bends forward it is the natural in­ 
clination of the arms to swing forward toa 
The society man prevents this by slapping 
bis hands flat on the seems of his trousers, 
and holding his arms rig idly in that posi­ 
tion. 
The mait\ element of the bow is 
swiftness. 
It is apt to leave the man a 
little flushed, but as this imparts au ag ree­ 
able color to the cheek no fault can be found 
with it. The effect is rather cold in a dance, 
but it is positively g rotesque in ordinary 
social life. 
On e n ight a t the opera this season a 
rather youn g man was sittin g in Mrs. Goe- 
let’s box chattin g calmly with that distin ­ 
guished leader of New York society an d 
glarin g a t her through a sin gle glass. 
An ­ 
other tall an d slim youn g man en tered an d 
made an other little bow an d san k in to an ­ 
other chair. 
Sudden ly Mra Goelet discov­ 
ered the two men , who sat with their kn ees 
touchin g, were n ot acquain ted, so she waved 
her fan an d murmured a gen tie in troduc­ 
tion . 
She 
is an exceedin gly graceful 
woman , an d the pan tomime was distin ctly 
in telligible to the people in the other boxes, 
all of whom were loosin g toward the box 
for some reason or other. 
After she had in ­ 
troduced the two men they sat an d glared 
at each other for a momen t through their 
sin gle glasses, an d then spran g aloft as 
though shot from a trap, dropped their four 
arms to their sides, made two jerky an d 
perilous bows which brought their foreheads 
within a sixteen th of au in ch of on e an ­ 
other, an d shot abruptly back in to their 
seats again . 
The whole man euver was so 
alisurd that an audible titter wen t aroun d 
the house, but the face of the lady to whom 
the two gen tlemen were talkin g was as se­ 
ren e an d as un con scious as though she had 
n ot n oticed the comical an d awkward n a­ 
ture of the whrle proceedin g. 
AtSSURD IN A DRAWING-ROOM. 
The bow is equhlly absurd in a drawin g­ 
room, for the m ajority of men do n ot bow 
a t all when they en ter the door, but stalk 
majestically across the apartm en t toward 
the hostess as though imbued with the idea 
of run n in g that lady down . 
When ho a r­ 
rives withiu three or four feet of her tha 
guest stops, assumes a rigid position , sprin gs 
forward an d then back in place again with 
a sn ap, an d then falls in to his customary 
an d n atural man n er. 
The jack-kn ife bow is on ly practiced by 
society men when they meet ladies. 
As 
though to even thin gs up, they do n ot bow 
at all to men . 
This particular habit is of 
En glish origin , an d was in troduced to New 
York social life by the two favorite society 
actors, Kyrle Bellow an d Herbert Kelcey. 
Mr. Kelcey recogn izes bis frien ds by look­ 
in g at them in a dain ty an d droopin g fash­ 
ion for a momen t, then slowly raisin g his 
eyebrows an d droppin g them sudden ly, 
avertin g his gaze at the same time. 
The 
expression of the face does n ot chan ge in 
the slightest degreo. 
Bellow’s bow is even 
less en thusiastically demon strative than this. 
He simply expan ds the pupil of tbs eye, 
\ throws a gleam of welcome therefrom, an d 
drifts with effemin ate lan guor on bis gen tie 
way. New York men of fashion have fallen 
in to tho habit of recogn izin g each other 
solely by th® eyes an d eyebrows. 
It is per­ 
haps a welcome relief from the severely 
acrobatic bow with which they, favor ladies, 
an d in sharp con trast to the lo al politician 
who common ly greets his frien ds with a 
gran diloquen t wave of the han d, sten torian 
tohes, an d a gen eral aspect of n oisy delight* 
While sj eukin g of the man n ers of fash­ 
ion able New York men it may be said th at 
the reserved an d uuexpressive demean or is 
still con sidered essen tially proper, an d the 
man whose face is least expressive is usually 
con sidered in the best form. Not that there 
is an ythin g -olemu or ill-n atured about i t 
the main ooject bein g to mimic as n early as 
possible the man n ers an d ways of a few 
blase men o i the world who are usually ac­ 
kn owledged models in social matters. 
The more material characteristics of soci­ 
ety men are trousers of balioon -like propor­ 
tion s, lon g-tail coats, hats with sugar-loaf 
crown s, an d horn -han dle sticks.
